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Wallace  Speaker  Sparks  Student  Interest 
Dem.,  GOP  Reps  Express  Party  Views 


"When  George  Wallace  was  in 
high  school,  he  beat  up  two  bul- 
lies who  were  picking  on  a  little 
Negro  boy." 

"Yeah!"  "Tell  us  another 
one." 

"George  Wallace  doesn't  drink 
or  smoke." 

"Boo." 

The  crowd  in  Weston  Auditor- 
ium did  not  reach  the  propor- 
tion that  crowded  the  Common 
to  hear  Wallace  speak.  However, 
a  good  number  were  present  last 
Thursday  night  to  hear  Attor- 
ney Robert  Gunn  from  Alabama 
speak  on  the  new  political 
force  —  Wallace. 

Somewhat  to  the  disappoint- 
ment of  the  group,  Attorney 
Gunn  had  returned  to  Alabama 
and  had  been  replaced  by  Mrs. 
Finnley,  the  Massachusetts  Co- 
ordinator for  the  Wallace  cam- 
paign. Mrs.  Finnley  told  the  stu- 
dents and  faculty  why  she  was 
supporting  Wallace  and  listed 
some  of  his   qualifications. 

At  first  the  crowd  was  reserv- 
ed, but  a  few  of  the  anecdotes 
she  related  brought  jeers  and 
boos  from  the  students.  A  stu- 
dent from  an  area  college  seem- 


ed bent  on  causing  trouble  and 
Mrs.  Finnley  tried  to  answer 
the  questions  the  student  raised. 
When  he  became  belligerent,  she 
made  a  remark  about  the  "stu- 
dents at  this  college.' 

A  male  from  FSC  was  quick 
to  say  that  the  other  student  did 
not  attend  this  college  and  that 
he  did  not  like  being  categorized 
with  that  type  of  student.    This 


brought  cheers  and  applause 
from  the  FSC  students. 

Mrs.  Finnley  said  that  George 
Wallace  was  the  most  honest 
man  running  and  was  a  firm 
advocate  of  states'  rights.  "He 
wants  to  return  this  country  to 
Constitutional   government." 

Mrs.  Finnley  was  sure  about 
her  reasons  for  backing  Wal- 
lace but  could  not  give  his 
exact  position  on  several  ques- 
tions. Some  of  the  students 
thought  that  Mrs.  Finnley 
should  have  known  his  position 
and  defended  it.  However,  she 
could  not  have  been  expected  to 
know  what  Wallace  thought. 

Following  the  meeting,  there 
was  a  get-together  for  the  Inter- 
national Relations  Club,  sponsors 
of  the  assembly,  at  Proffessor 
Clark's. 

Monday  night,  there  was  a 
rally  for  the  Republicans  and 
Democrats  in  Weston.  Local  poli- 
ticians took  part  in  a  debate 
with  students  throwing  ques- 
tions from  the  floor.  The  num- 
ber of  students  present  at  both 
events  showed  that  FSC  stu- 
dents are  definitely  interested 
in  politics. 


Constitution  Up  For  Ratificatian 

The  proposed  Constitution  for  the  Student  Government 
Association  of  Fitchburg  State  College  as  presented  in  the 
Kampus  Vue  last  week  is  to  be  voted  on  next  week.  On  Nov- 
ember 1  3  and  1  4  the  ballot  box  and  ballots  will  be  available 
in  the  lobby  of  Thompson  Hall.  Sharon  Colburn,  Recording 
Secretary  of  the  Student  Government  Association  has  been 
appointed  and  endorsed  by  the  Council  as  Election  Chair- 
man for  this  academic  year. 

The  SGA  has  been  operating  on  a  temporary  constitu- 
tion. The  Convention  met  on  September  28th  and  worked 
out  a  new  proposed  Constitution  which  made  several  changes. 
These  changes  all  revolved  around  minor  items  in  the  old  Con- 
stitution which  properly  belonged  in  a  set  of  by-laws.  If  the 
student  body  accepts  the  new  Constitution,  then  By-laws  will 
immediately  be  drawn  up. 

One  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  old  Constitution  was  that 
such  minor  matters  as  a  modification  in  the  bookkeeping  sys- 
tem required  a  Constitutional  amendment.  Now  these  items 
will  be  incorporated  in  the  by-laws.  By-laws  can  be  changed 
by  a  vote  of  the  Council.

On  Tuesday,  November  12th, 
a  forum  will  be  conducted  at 
Weston  Auditorium  of  Fitchburg 
State  College  to  explore  means 
of  utilizing  the  manpower  and 
talent  available  at  the  College 
to  resolve  some  of  the  social  and 
welfare  ills  of  Fitchburg  and 
surrounding  communities.

EDITORIALS 

Another  Open  Letter 

The  Student  Government  Council  REPRESENTS  the 
student  body.  They  were  elected  to  serve  this  end.  How- 
ever, there  has  been  some  talk  among  the  student  body  that 
last  week's  "open  letter"  did  not  represent  the  students' 
views. 

Discussions  with  the  students  AND  faculty  showed  that 
the  Kampus  Vue  expressed  a  more  representative  view  ot 
the  attendance  regulations  than  did  the  "open  letter". 
Granted,  the  SGA  does  not  represent  the  faculty  but  when 
the  executive  board  includes  them  in  its  letter,  the  KV  re- 
serves the  same   right. 

The  Kampus  Vue  most  assuredly  received  last  spring's 
message  on  improving  the  communication  between  all  seg- 
ments of  the  college  community.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was 
the  KV  that  relayed  this  information  to  those  segments  of 
the  college  community  who  could  not  or  would  not  attend  the 
inauguration  of  officers. 

Despite  the  inability  of  the  Kampus  Vue  to  understand 
how  squarely  the  regulations  pointed  out  a  new  concept,  the 
regulations  were  printed.  In  the  1  966- 1  967  student  handbook, 
it  was  "squarely  pointed  out"  that  any  student  with  absences 
exceeding  1 0  percent  could  have  his  case  reviewed  and  be 
permitted  to  remain  in  college.  Therefore,  it  seems  as  early 
as  1966  that  the  unlimited  cut  system,  as  it  now  stands,  went 
into  effect. 

Concerning  the  necessity  of  stating,  early  in  the  course, 
the  percentage  place  on  class  participation,  one  question  comes 
to  mind.  Is  the  last  week  in  October  to  be  considered  "early 
in  the  course"  or  will  this  regulation  go  into  effect  next  semes- 
ter? 

The  KV  would  like  to  suggest  Clark  University  to  the 
executive  board  as  one  college  or  university  which  must  deny 
professors  the  right  of  determining  the  emphasis  to  be  placed 
on  class  participation.  At  Clark,  no  attendance  is  taken.  It 
could  be  that  the  faculty  unanimously  decided  not  to  include 
class  participation  in  the  final  grade.  1  hen  again,  it  could 
be   that   the    faculty   and    administration    could   care    less. 

It  was  an  understatement  on  the  part  of  the  executive 
board  to  say  that  the  statement  was  broad  and  misunder- 
standing was  to  be  expected.  When  the  President  appeared 
before  the  council  meeting,  there  were  at  least  two  members 
of  the  KV  staff  present.  However,  those  students  were  pres- 
ent as  elected  class  representatives  and  not  as  Kampus  Vue 
representatives.  According  to  a  notice  that  appeared  on  the 
bulletin  board,  the  meeting  was  to  be  a  closed  meeting  with 
President  Hammond.  I  herefore,  the  KV  did  not  send  a 
representative. 

At  this  point,  the  KV  would  like  to  address  a  question 
to  the  executive  board.  Who  were  the  "student  leaders"  with 
whom  the  President  consulted?  Was  it  the  executive  board  of 
the  council?  Were  all  the  representatives  involved?  Or  was 
it  a  triumvirate  of  the  SGA  president,  the  president  of  the  facul- 
ty senate  and  President  Hammond? 

Perhaps  the  Kampus  Vue  HAS  been  guilty.  If  so,  it  was 
on  two  counts  which  the  executive  board  overlooked.  1  he 
first  crime  is  something  that  the  KV  decried  in  a  earlier  edi- 
torial: taking  statements  ioo  literally. 

The  KV  was  informed  on  registration  day,  September  9, 
that  an  "unlimited  cut  system"  had  been  agreed  upon  for  a 
trial  period.  It  was  assumed  that  for  one  year,  a  policy  of 
"unrestricted"  "intentional  absences  from  college  classes" 
(Webster's  definitions)  would  be  permitted  at  FSC.  On 
October  18,  President  Hammond  issued  an  official  statement 
on  "Attendance  Regulations".  Unfortunately,  it  did  not  fol- 
low the  KV's  concept  of  "unlimited  cuts." 

Secondly,  the  KV  will  plead  guilty  to  a  charge  of  as- 
suming its  Constitutional  right  of  freedom  of  the  press.  And 
as  long  as  libelous  statements  are  avoided,  the  Kampus  Vue 
will  continue  to  publish  under  this  assumption.  The  facts  are 
published,  as  the  President's  Statement  attests,  and  the  KV 
reserves  the  right,  as  do  all  responsible  periodicals,  to  com 
ment  on  the  facts  editorially.  Evidently,  the  executive  board 
did  not  realize  this. 

Whether  or  not  the  Kampus  Vue  has  done  a  disservice  to 
the  entire  campus  is  debatable.  For  those  who  think  a  dis- 
service has  been  committed,  it  is  too  bad  and  too  late  to 
change  their  mind.  But  if  the  executive  board  has  been  given 
the  authority  to  speak  for  the  President  of  the  college  and  the 
President  feels  that  his  interest  have  been  badly  served,  per- 
haps the  KV  should  take  a  second  look  at  its  editorial  attitudes. 
However,  until  such  time  as  the  KV  is  informed  that  the 
executive  board  of  the  SGA  is  speaking  for  the  President,  the 
editoral  attitude  will  continue  along  the  same  lines.  The  plays 
will  be  called  as  seen  by  the  editors  regardless  of  whose  toes 
are  stepped  on.  There  have  been  many  changes  but  the  exec- 
utive board  tends  to  see  only  the  bright  side.  There  is  still 
a  lot  to  be  done. 


Letters  To  The  Editor 


Rear  Editor: 

In  the  October  30th  edition  of 
the  Kampus  Vue,  the  present 
officers  of  the  SGA,  in  addition 
to  scolding  the  editor  of  this 
paper  for  carrying  out  editorial 
policy  that  they  did  not  seem  to 
agree  with,  stated  that  some 
waves  should  be  made  about 
"something  that  waves  could  be 
made  about."  Although  they  will 
probably  not  agree  that  the  fol- 
lowing is  worthy  of  making 
WAVES,  I  should  like  to  make 
some  comments  on  the  propos- 
ed SGA  constitution.  If  any  of 
the  following  questions  and  com- 
ments need  correction.  I  ask 
them  to  do  so  before  sending 
this  proposed  constitution  be* 
fore  the  student  body  for  a  vote. 

I  question  the  following  sec- 
tions of  the  proposed  constitu- 
tion: 

Article  IV,  Section  2;  Why  not 
limit  the  offices  that  a  student 
can  hold  to  one  office  rather 
than  giving  one  student  two  of- 
fices and  one  vote.  In  a  college 
made  up  of  approximately  three- 
thousand  students  is  there  a 
need  for  the  doubling  up  of  of- 
fices. 

Section  3.  E.  This  means  that 
on  the  day  of  a  scheduled  meet- 
ing items  could  be  added  let's 
say  5  minutes  before  the  meet- 
ing thereby  disallowing  any 
time  for  opposition  to  develop  on 
this  hastily  added  item  or  items. 

Section  3.  G.  This  allows,  from 
what  is  written,  the  members 
of  the  council  to  replace  any 
member  who  misses  three  meet- 
ing in  a  year  on  his  own  ac- 
cord, with  no  provision  for 
reasonable  absences.  This  would 
to  some  extent  make  the  SGA 
a   self-perpetuating  body. 

Article  V,  Section  C.  By  set- 
ting the  cut  off  date  on  June 
1st,  this  allows  the  fee  to  be  set 
at  the  very  end  of  May  when 
most  students  have  already  left 
the  college. 

Section  6.  What  constitutes  a 
crisis  and  how  much  can  be 
done  by  the  Executive  Board 
while  it  assumes  this  position. 
Does  this  over-rule  Art.  IV,  Sec. 
2   F. 

Article  VI,  Section  2.  Isn't  the 
policy  of  the  college  no  discip- 
linary action  towards  those  on 
academic  probation?  If  so  why 
are  these  stipulations  included. 
And  why  a  2.2  average  for  the 
council's  officers. 

Section  3.  Does  this  pertan  to 
Art.    IV  Sec.   3.    G. 

Article  XIV,  Section  1,  A.  Why, 
academic  standings.  This  is  no 
longer  college  policy.  Many 
great  leaders  ha vn't  been  great 
students! 

Article  XVII  and  XVIII.  Both 
of  these  state  that  1/3  of  the 
student  body  must  sign  any 
referendum  or  initiative  petition 
to  enact  a  vote  on  the  petition; 
but  they  both  only  call  for  a 
simple  majority  vote.  Thus  once 
the  petition  is  signed  and  put  to 
a  vote,  if  only  five  cast  votes, 
three  votes  would  carry  it.  This 
is  unlikely  but  possible  under 
these   articles. 

Article  XIX.  Does  not  say  what 
type  of  majority  is  needed  to 
pass  an  amendment.  Is  it  a 
simple,  2/3rd  or  3'4  majority 
to  carry  an  amendent  through 
to   acceptance. 

The  above  are  some  of  the 
points  that  I  question  on  the 
proposed  constitution.  I  would 
like  to  see  some  explanation 
of  these  before  the  constitution 
comes  before  the  electorate. 
This  is  a  dry  and  boring  letter 
as  any  of  you  who  have  read  it 
can  readily  testify,  but  if  one  of 
the  points  that  I  raised  in  the 
above  warrants  changing  it  was 
both  worth  writing  and  reading.

According  to  SGA  President

General  Education  Questionnaire 


Since  it  began  work  in  the  spring 
of  1968,  the  General  Education 
Committee  has  surveyed  general 
education  requirements  in  many 
other  colleges  (over  60)  and  dis- 
cussed the  needs  of  this  partic- 
ular college.  A  statement  has  been 
developed  on  the  purposes  of  gen- 
eral education  and  is  given  below. 
The  committee  has  had  the  bene- 
fit of  consultants  from  other  col- 
leges who  have  examined  the  pro- 
gram closely  and  made  numer- 
ous recommendations. 

As  a  result  of  this  investiga- 
tion and  study,  the  committee  is 
moving  toward  definite  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  pat- 
tern of  general  education  in  this 
college.  It  appears  that  most 
colleges  have  considerably 
lessened  the  definite  course  re- 
quirements in  the  area  known  as 
general  education.  Proof  of  pro- 
ficiency in  these  areas  deemed  im- 
portant is  in  many  cases  being 
substituted  for  formal  require- 
ments. Numerous  colleges  have 
developed  and  are  developing  in- 
terdisciplinary general  education 
courses  in  various  areas. 
The  Purpose  of 
General  Education 

1.  To  develop  in  the  student  an 
understanding  of  himself  and  his 
physical,  social  and  cultural  en- 
vironment. 

2.  To  provide  him  with  the  abil- 
ity to  communicate  adequately  his 
ideas. 

3.  To  furnish  the  student  with  a 
basis  for  a  program  of  life-long 
learning  both  in  his  special  field 
of  endeavor  and  in  other  areas 
of  knowledge. 

4.  To  develop  the  student's  abil- 
ity to  think  both  critically  and 
creatively..
